in London Again. 


Dynamite Explosion In a ;Kailwny 


Station — Seven rersonB

M, Fob. 30. — Aa explosion, supposed 


to havo boon caused by dymimito, occurred 
in tho Victoria railway terminus at West- 
minster. Tbe booking offices and other parts 
of tho station wore -wrecked imd three men 
injured. 


LATKK— Seven men vmm sont to tho hos- 


pital with sovero injuries. Eito_asivo dam- 
ogo was done the surrounding proportj-. 


Two reports accompanied tho explosion, 


tho noiso being liko the discharge from it 
cannon, and was followed by an immediate 
rush of flames. Thb booking-office, cloak- 
room and waiting-room 
were completely 


shattered, and are a confused mass of debris. 
Luckily oil trains had ceasod running, aud 
only a few persons were about tho station. 


Thn explosion shattered tho windows of the 


Metropolitan Underground, railway depot, 
sixty yards distant, and tho front of houses 
;ho sarno distance in other directions wore ' 
badly damaged. The Victoria refreshmont- 
room was wrecked, aud a clock eight foet 
high blown from the wall and thrown six 
yards away. Tho streets in the neighborhood 
are completely strown with broken gloss.

QUESTION. 


Again Brought Up Sharply In Ke- 


gard to Claarlng-House Balances. 


What tho law Provides— Opinions 


of Now \Torlc Mon— -The A8!llst-

RK, Feb. 20. —The question as to 


whether tho government will bu compelled 
to pay its clearing house balances in silver 
ustead of gold is now a live topic of conver 
sution among bankers. No official action has 
x»n taken in tho matter. Tho government 
las made no proposition to the Now York 
learing house association, and tho ofacors of 


tho last-named institution havo not formally 
considered tho subject. 
Assistant United 


States Treasurer Acton has talked thomattor 
over unofficially with Mauagor Camp aud 
other pei-sons, and tho discussion has 01- 
cndod rapidly, bocauso most bankers foel 
that somo radical change must follow tho 
continued enforcement o£ tho silver-coinage 
.ct of Feb. 2S, 1878. Tho doily balances paid 
>y tho sub treasurer to tho clearing-house in 
gold certificate from March 1, 1883, to Feb. 
1, 1884, aggregated $107,043,000. During tho 
samo period tho sub-treasury received from 
banks in gold1 miflgold certificates $21,280,000 
'n exchange for silver certificates, which, it 
;i supposed, wero designed for shipment wost 
and south. Subtracting this amount, it is 
ascertained that tho oicess paid tho banks in 
jold certificates during tho eleven months 
vas SWO,344,(X». . 


Can such enormous payments exclusively 


n gold kopt up if tho government continues 
to coin 2,000,000 of standard silver dollars 
each month?" said tho president of one of 
the National banla of this city.
